I give, devise and bequeath to the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost, Incorporated, 
the-sum of $———, the same to be applied to the Church and School Building Fund 
or any other special objects may be named).

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WELCOME CARDINAL MERCIER 
America, without distinction of creed or 
denomination, now has the long coveted op- 
portunity of paying tribute to the most fa- 
mous Cardinal of Old World History since 
the days of Richelieu, and no doubt it 
will rise magnificently to that opportunity 
now that it is actually within its grasp. 

Speaking at Ferry Beach, Me., the other 
day, Lieut.-Col. John Van Schaick, Red 
Cross Commissioner for Belgium, a Protest- 
ant, anticipated Cardinal Mercier’s visit to 
America as follows: 

Just before I left Belgium I went to 
Malines to say goodby to Cardinal Mer- 
cier. His trip to the United States in 
September was uppermost in his mind. 

“I am too old a man,” he said jokingly, 
“to make such a long voyage. I am need- 
ed here. J don’t see how I can get away. 
But I shall never be happy until I meet 
your people face to face and thank them 
for saving Belgium.” 

I told him that Protestants and Catho- 
lics, Democrats and Republicans would 
all unite in a great welcome to him. I 
said that the thing our people believe 
about him is that he is fearless and inde- 
pendent and would put the obligation of 
right higher than the obligation of any- 


thing else in the world. He replied that 
our people are too kind in their judgment 
of him, that his path has been plain, that 
it was a path of simple duty, and he had 
followed it. For the future he wanted to 
use all his influence, he said, to promote 
a better understanding among all classes 
of people and all nations and that there 
is nothing better worth working for than 
“real human brotherhood.” 

The American Red Cross gat into touch 
with Cardinal Mercier as soon as it be- 
gan to deal with Belgium. It turned to 
him as it did to Vandervelde, the Social- 
ist, and Hymans, the Liberal, not as party 
men or churchmen, but as great leaders 
of the people. 

The Cardinal’s chief aid in all his re- 
lief work was a white-garbed Dominican 
priest, Pere Rutten, who may come with 
him, a man of wonderful magnetism and 
devotion. It was a sight for the gods to 
see what I saw, the Dominican and the 
Socialist Vandervelde sitting down to- 
gether to plan for Belgium. 

Cardinal Mercier is a world figure. He 
can speak with authority of world duty 
because he has been faithful to national 
duty and personal duty. 

He resolutely faced the Germans in 
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Belgium for over four years. He was too 
astute to be trapped. He was too open 
and fearless to be bullied. He was. too 
great a power in the world outside to be 
arrested and executed. 

Only one thing in Cardinal Mercier 
was stronger than his desire to have his 
country free. It was the passionate de- 
termination which actuated King Albert 
to have the country true to honor. “Bet- 
ter be dead than dishonored,” said the 
Cardinal, “is the rule for a man. Better 
be annihilated than dishonored is the rule 
for a country. No country exists just for 
itself.” 

King Albert and Mercier did not say 
to Belgium in 1914, “It will be profitable 
materially in the long’ run to resist the 
German.” They said, “It may mean an- 
nihilation. But it is right. Our word is 
pledged. We must choose honor.” 

We must put warmth in our welcome 
of Mercier. Good ‘priests have died on 
the battlefields. Nuns have given their 
lives caring for the sick and afflicted. 
The great Cardinal has been one of the 
forces for victory. 

Mr. W. P. McLoughlin, who has just 
returned from overseas, where he served 
for several months as a K. of C. special 
corespondent, has written us the following: 

“Far and away beyond all else that im- 
pressed me in my travels was my meet- 
ing with that mighty and lovable civilian 
who towered over all the mere killers of 
men as the great oak dwarfs the thorn- 
bush—Cardinal Mercier. Accompanied 
by Mr. William J. Mulligan, Supreme Di- 
rector of the Knights of Columbus, I was 
received by the Cardinal in the court of 
his quaint residence at Malines, about 
fifteen miles from Brussels. P had read of 
and heard descriptions of His Emirience 
but I had no idea that he was such an 
immensely tall man. He stands six feet 
six inches in height, is straight as a 


plumb-line and yet walks around with 
the ease and grace of an Indian youth. He 
had met Mr. Mulligan before, and, after 
thanking him for the interest and sym- 
pathy displayed by the Knights of Co- 
lumbus for his heroic defense of Bel- 
gium in her hour of stress, he turned to 
me and with a peculiarly sweet voice gave 
me greeting to his home. There was a 
whole-heartedness and entire lack of 
artificiality in his manner. I knew by the 
genuine smile that lit up his sympathetic 
features that in greeting me he had at 
heart the realization that he was ex- 
pressing in a way his love for the great 
Nation of which I have the honor to be 
a citizen. Several times during our stay 
in his plain but ‘homey’ study he took oc- 
casion to dwell upon the nobility of the 
American people, and in well chosen 
English phrases, he paid tribute to the 
admirable executive ability of those who 
took hold of the situation when his coun- 
try was in a condition of chaos. There is 
an atmosphere that envelops this re 
markable man that sets one wondering if 
it is not possible that the spiritual may at 
times assert itself in the personality of a 
Shepherd of the Lord. This feeling grew 
all the stronger as he led us to the great 
gate of his curiously quaint residence on 
that narrow, but historic street in the 
medieval city of Malines. There was a 
glow of enthusiasm in his features, as he 
bade us farewell until we would meet 
again in the Land of the Stars and 
Stripes.” 





“A CRIME TO DIE RICH” 

Many years ago Andrew Carnegie 
startled the American people by declaring 
that it was “a crime for a man to die rich,” 
at the same time he registered his firm re- 
solve to die poor. Long ago the Redeemer 
of Mankind said it was harder for a rich 
man to enter into the kingdom of heavet 
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than for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle. If it is hard to get into heaven 
except by the grace of God it seems from 
Mr. Carnegie’s experience a very difficult 
matter for a rich man to die poor. At his 
death he left from $25,000,000 to $3o0,- 
000,000, so that it can hardly be said that 
Andrew Carnegie died a poor man. Yet 
in the words of Elihu Root, “he really did 
divest himself of a great fortune for the 
benefit of mankind, as he said he would.” 

Although Andrew Carnegie did not die 
poor, he did succeed during his lifetime in 
disposing of more than nine-tenths of his 
vast estate, actually giving away for edu- 
cational, philanthropical and eleemosynary 
objects more than $350,000,000. 

God says in his great book, “I will pro- 
voke to jealousy My people by those who are 
a strange people.” Mr. Carnegie professing 
no religion and seeming to have a hearty 
contempt for all religions, has set an ex- 
ample in the giving away of his fortune 
which ought to provoke to jealousy the 
millionaire Catholies of this country. 

With some notable exceptions the rich 
Catholics of the United States have not sig- 
nalized themselves by their alms-giving. It 
is notorious among our Catholic Pastors 
that the very poor of their congregations 
and the great body of the faithful, who are 
wage-earners, give to the support of the 
Church with a lavish hand, but the wealthy ? 
No. Many of them are stingy and purse- 
proud to a scandalous degree. 


One New York Pastor told the Editor of 
THe Lamp some time ago that he had 
among his parishioners wealthy men living 
in brown stone palaces, who gave no more 
to the support of the Church now than 
when they earned their daily bread by man- 
ual labor. Another pastor mentioned a lady 
of very great wealth who received Holy 
Communion every day, but as far as her 
money was concerned was as close-fisted 
and penurious as “Scrooge” in Dicken’s 
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“Christmas Carol.” The Catholic Church 
needs more rich men of the Carnegie and 
Rockefeller type who will liberally dis- 
pense their money with a conscientious 
sense of the Stewardship of wealth. 

As we have said above we have some 
notable examples of Catholic men and wo- 
men who administer their wealth with a 
lively sense that they are only Cod’s Al- 
moners, but their numbers should be vastly 
increased.

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At the opening business 
session the principal speaker was Admiral

The Eucharistic League which met at 
Notre Dame, August 4-7, was attended by 
one Archbishop, six Bishops and about two 
hundred priests. Pontifical Masses, a Sol- 
emn Hour of Adoration, a great open-air 
Procession of the Blessed Sacrament, ‘nas- 
terly sermons and scholarly papers dealing 
with the sublime privilege of Eucharistic 
Adoration, inspired those present to more 
zeal in promoting this devotion. 





On Sunday morning, August 10, the new 
Church of St. Mark, on Moore and Dayton 
Streets, St. Paul, Minn., was solemnly ded- 
icated, the ceremony being performed by 
the Most Rev. Austin Dowling, Archbishop 
of St. Paul, and immediately followed by a 
Solemn High Mass. 


The forty-fifth annual convention of the 
Young Men’s National Union was held at 
the Vanderbilt Hotel, New York City, 
on August 23 and 24. This meeting was 
open to the representatives of all Cath- 
olic clubs in the United States, whether af- 
filiated with the National Union or not. 
The purpose of the mceting was to discuss 
a common program that will enable our 
Catholic clubs to grapple with the very 
many problems of reconstruction following 
the war. 


A handsomely designed marble, bronze 
and mosaic altar, costing $10,000 has been 
placed in Holy Name Church, Saint Louis, 
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Missouri. The altar, which is a gift of 
Mrs. Margaret Lain, a member of the par- 
ish, is built of pure white Vermont marble. 
The reredos, on which a Crucifixion group 
of four figures is sculptured in bold relief, 
is one solid slab of marble weighing ap- 
proximately five tons.: The arch over the 
reredos is upheld by two solid pillars, the 
capitals of which are wrought bronze. 





The Order of the Holy Ghost opened a 
General Chapter in Paris early this month. 
A new General, assistants and consulters 
were elected. The work of reconstruction, 
especially in England, France, Germany 
and the African Missions are to occupy the 
members of the Chapter for many days, 
and the sessions will probably extend into 
October. The American Province will be 
represented by Very Rev. E. Phelan, Pro- 
vincial; Very Rev. M. A. Hehir, President 
of Duquesne University, Pittsburgh; and 
Rev. John Otten, Rector of St. Mary’s 
Church, Sharpsburg, Pa. These sailed on 
August 13th and hope to return early in 
October. 





The Catholic University of Lille, in 
Northern France, has again taken up its 
regular life. ‘ The library, which comprised 
nearly 250,000 volumes, has suffered little 
from the occupation, and generous gifts 
have more than compensated for the small 
losses. 





The Knights of Columbus are distribut- 
ing 200,000 copies of the Encyclical on the 
condition of workingmen among the mem- 
bers of their councils, as the best prograin 
of social reconstruction. Only in May of 
this year Pope Benedict XV, strongly rec- 
ommended this Encyclical as the chart 
which is to guide all who seek to solve the 
social problems. ~~ 





A monument to the American soliders 
who perished in France’ will be unveiled 
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on Memorial Day next year near the tomb 
of Lafayette in the Picpus cemetery. This 
plan has been s:inounced by Andre Tar- 
dieu, who said the sculptor, Bartholome, 
had been intrusted with the designing of the 
monument. 





The supreme board of directors of the 
Knights of Columbus, in executive session, 
preliminary to the opening of K. of C. 
peace convention at Buffalo, on August 5, 
received requests from England, Scotland, 
Norway, France, Chile, Peru, Argentine 
and Hawaii for the extension of the Knights 
of Columbus to those countries. It was de- 
cided to institute a council in Hawaii. The 
other countries were referred to a commit- 
tee. 





Upon the initiative of the National Cath- 
olic War Council, the formation of boy 
scout organizations in every Catholic parish 
throughout the United States will soon be 
under way. The Council, which has been 
casting about for a solution of the problem 
of taking care of young boys and provid- 
ing for them wholesome and profitable di- 
version, has decided that the Boy Scouts 
meet the requirements of the situation bet- 
ter than any other organization that could 
be devised; and an effort will be made ‘to 
stimulate the enrollment of Catholic boys 
in it, , 





The following appeal from the Bavarian 
Catholic Press League requesting peace 
and Christian charity among Catholics es- 
pecially, is addressed to their fellow Cath- 
olics throughout the world: “To the 
Catholics of the whole world we _ to- 
day send these fraternal greetings of our 
creed. For five years the waves of hate 
have rolled over the nations ;. the dark pow- 
ers of arrogant force and unclothed ego- 
tism have triumphed, The ties which 
bound us together have been torn asunder ; 
the fact that we are brothers in one faith 
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and sons of one Father has often been for- 
gotten. The Old World has disappeared. 
Standing on the threshold of a new age, 
we wish to present the brotherly hand to 
our co-religious of the whole world and ask 
them to forget everything that has passed 
and help establish the new world in the 
Catholic spirit, in the spirit of peace, of 
reconciliation, of love.” 


The results of the Knights of Columbus 
Peace Convention held in Buffalo last 
month, are being felt in terms of intensified 
activity in every jurisdiction of the Knights 
of Columbus represented by delegates to the 
convention, With approbation from the 
Church, in the form of cabled praise from 
Pope Benedict XV, and with the cordial 
encouragement of the state, in the form of 
testimonials from Secretary of War New- 
ton D. Baker, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Franklin Roosevelt, and Admiral 
William S. Benson, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, the Knights launched their warfare 
on Bolshevism and all extreme radicalism 
—this warfare to take the form of a nation- 
wide educational system destined to make 
for improvement in the lot of all taking ad- 
vantage of it. 

London, August 3. A sensation was 
created at Queenstown this morning by the 
display of an Irish Republican flag from 
the foremost head of the American steamer 
Ashbourne as that vessel was being towed 
to the docks at Passage West for repairs to 
her machinery. The Ashbourne was from 
New York bound for Copenhagen and 
Norwegian and Swedish ports with a.gen- 
eral cargo, but owing to engine trouble and 
shortage of coal she was obliged to bear 
up for Queenstown. Added interest was 


, given to the incident by the fact that the 


Ashbourne was flying Old Glory from her 
mainmast, and was assisted up the River 
Lee by two naval tugs flying British Ad- 
miralty flags. Local Sinn Feiners waved 
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handkerchiefs to the crew as the steamer 
was towed past Queenstown. 

The new home of the Columbus Day 
Nursery and Cambridge Council K. of C. 
at 872 Massachusetts Avenue, Cambridge, 
will be formally dedicated on Monday, Oc- 
tober 13, the day on which Columbus day 
will be observed this year. In connection 
with the dedication there will be a monster 
field day held 6n the spacious grounds of 
the new home under the auspices of Cam- 
bridge Council and the Ladies’ “Guild of 
the Day Nursery Corporation. 

As previously announced in our Book 
Notes, a newcomer in the Catholic journal- 
istic field is The Bulletin of the National 
Catholic War Council. The July (32 
pages) number is much larger than that of 
June, printed on calendered paper and 
containing very fine illustrations of Catholic 
post-war activities. Mr. Michael Williams 
is the editor. 

Pasadena Council, Knights of Columbus, 
kept open house for the men and officers 
of the Pacific fleet all the week the fleet was 
in Southern California, last month. 


Hugh F. Ellard, who was in charge of 
the K. of C. work in Rome, has returned, 
as all the American troops have left Italy. 
“While I was there,” said Secretary Ellard, 
“His Holiness, Pope Benedict, did an un- 
precedented thing. He gave audience fifty 
times to 3,000 American doughboys whom 
we brought to the Vatican. More than that, 
he took us into his private library instead 
of receiving us in one of the audience 
chambers. He was in love with the boys 
and particularly lauded the ideals that sent 
them over to fight. He warmly praised the 
Knights of Columbus and said that as we 
are his children we will have to return to 
him again. You know eight out of every

The directors and president of the Holy 
Name Societies in thirty-three parishes in 
Washington and the vicinity met last month 
to formulate plans for what will probably 
be the biggest demonstration of its kind 
ever held at the Capital, and will take place 
next month. The parade will form at the 
Peace Monument at the foot of Capitol 
Hill, and will march to the Washington 
Monument, at tHe base of which Benedic- 
tion will be given. It is expected that Car- 
dinal Gibbons, Cardinal Mercier and the 
Apostolic Delegate will participate in the 
ceremony. John Hadley Doyle, president 
of the Holy Name Union of Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and the District of Columbia, will be 
in charge. 

Four K. of C. secretaries are “mushing” 
it, over the~ Alaska ice trails to establish 
posts at Haines, Fort Gibbon, Nome and 
other points where American troops are 
stationed. . 


Last month the Chicago papers had a 
story of peculiar and poignant interest to 
a million Catholics of Chicago. In the 
lurid and brutal story of the murder of a 
little Catholic child it was made to appear 
that the perpetrator of the crime was a 
Catholic. He had been one, but had long 
since fallen away. He had married outside 
the Church, and to one not of his own 
faith, An enterprising detective thought 
of an expedient to wring from the criminal 
the truth of crime. Aware of the sense of 
reverence and confidence towards the priest 
that remains even after all the faith is aban- 
doned, the detective disguised as a priest 
tried to secure a confession from the ac- 
cused. The matter has been brought to 
the attention of the chief of police and of 
the mayor, both of whom have expressed 
the greatest indignation at the happening

and have promised that there shall be no 
repetition; and moreover, that those re- 
sponsible shall be duly punished in propor- 
tion to the seriousness of their offense. 


“THE BIGGEST MAN OF THE 
WAR” 

The London Nation, a leading organ of 
radical Liberalism, says that the departure 
of Herbert Hoover will be “read by half of 
Europe with deep regret” ; that he is “much 
the biggest man who has emerged on the 
Allied side duririg the war’; that he ‘“en- 
tered the scene as the savior of the Belgian 
population, and leaves it with the credit of 
defeating the plot for the restoration of 
the Hapsburgs.” 

Comparisons are dangerous and profit- 
less. But a great figure Mr. Hoover is. 
The modest mining engineer who was not 
known at the beginning of the conflict even 
to his countrymen was not only instrumen- 
tal in saving Beligum but in the vaster field 
of starving Central Europe his name is now 
a household word. And apparently the Na- 
tion entirely overlooks the fact that in the 
intervals of his European mission of mercy 
and justice Mr. Hoover did a marvelous 
work as Food Director in the United States 
at war, . 

It is a place unique in history that Mr. 
Hoover has won. He has made that place 
for himself, without regard either of goods 
or titles, by simply adapting common-sense 
principles to new and huge problems; by 
swiftly seeing the thing that needed to be 
done and saying, “Come! Let’s do it!” 

This is an American way of looking at 
things and doing things; so we like to 
think of Mr. Hoover as a typical American. 
But efficiency on such a gigantic scale is not 
really typical. Whether or not he is “the 
biggest man of the war,” as the Nation 
rates him, Mr. Hoover’s self-carved career 
is surely an extraordinary one.

The Bombay territory was for- 
merly under the control of the German 
Province and the work of the German 
Jesuits was brought to a close by their 
internment in.common with all of Ger- 
man parentage in that region. 


The Philadelphia Council of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom on August 16th 
tendered a reception in Shibe baseball 
park to Eamonn de Valera, President of 
the Irish Republic. He was the central 
figure in a big demonstration. Since his 
arrival in this country Valera has been 
through the West as far as California. 
Everywhere he has been greeted by 
throngs and during his western tour more 
than a million heard him speak. 





John McCormack, the great Irish 
tenor, broke his vacation rule by giving 
a concert at Ocean Grove, N. J., on Aug. 
oth. 


King George of England received Mar- 
shall Foch on July 30th at Buckingham 
Palace and conferred upon him the rank 
of Field Marshall of the British Army. 
Marshall Foch was later escorted to the 
Guild Hall where he was given the free- 
dom of the City and presented with a 
sword of honor, similar to that given 
General Pershing on July 18th in connec- 
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tion with the celebration of Peace. 

The Ottumwa, Iowa, Council of the 
Knights of Columbus boasts of having 
as one of its members the only Chinese 
Knight of Columbus in the United States. 
John Yung, the Chinese Knight in ques- 
tion, is a native of Canton, China, and 
is only 22 years old. He came to this 
country in 1913 and at San Francisco be- 
came attracted to the Paulist Fathers, by 
whom he was instructed and baptized in 


1917. 





Rev. George M. DeButler, S.J., sailed 
for France on August 9th after 16 years 
as a member of the faculty of Boston 
College and Boston College high school. 
Fr. DeButler is being recalled to France 
by his superiors because of the shortage 
of priests in that country, due to the 
losses during the war. With some of 
his companions he was exiled from 
France some years ago and his return is 


a joyful one at this time. During his- 


years in Boston, Fr. DeButler has made 
many friends among the students at Bos- 
ton College, about 50 of whom bade him 
goodby at the South station. 





St. Peter’s Church in San Francisco is 
the first church in the United States to 
extend the rubrical courtesies due to the 
Catholic head of a sovereign people, says 
the San Francisco Chronicle. Eamonn 
de Valera, President of the Irish Repub- 
lic, took .his position on the Gospel side 
of the sanctuary in St. Peter’s Church 
during the Solemn High Mass Sunday, 
July 20. He was attended by a military 
guard of honor selected from the League 
of the Cross Cadets and was assisted by 
the Rev. Morris O’Keefe and the Rev. 
Robert O’Connor acting as his chaplains. 
Scarcely ever in the history of the Roman 
Catholic Church in the United States has 
a layman been accorded the rare honor 
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paid to President De Valera in Father 
Peter C. Yorke’s church. 

The Very Rev. Dean William McNul- 
ty, “Grand Old Man” of Paterson, N. J., 
sixty-two years a priest and fifty-six 
years rector of St. John’s Roman Catho- 
lic Church in Paterson, has reached his 
ninetieth birthday anniversary. Dean 
McNulty came to the United States in 
1850, was graduated from St. John’s 
College, New York, in 1853, and Mount 
St. Mary’s Seminary, Emmitsburg, Md., 
in 1857. 





The Royal Gazette announces the ap- 
pointment of Mr. James D. O’Connor of 
Halifax as censor of moving pictures for 
Nova Scotia. Mr. O’Connor is a business 
man of long experience, a gentleman of 
excellent reputation, a practical Catholic, 
a married man and the father of a family. 


Legislation providing for the perma- 
nent rank of admiral for Admiral William 
S. Benson, Chief of Naval. Operations, 
and Rear Admiral William S. Sims, who 
commanded American naval forces over- 
seas during the war, was recommended 
unanimously by the House Naval Com- 
mittee The higher rank for the officers 
was requested by President Wilson in 
recognition of their services during the 
war. The rank of admiral, United States 
Navy, was last held by George Dewey, 
and was conferred upon that officer by 
special act of Congress in recognition of 
his services for his victory at Manila 
itay. As the rank was bestowed upon 
him personally, it ceased at the time of 
his death. The pay of an admiral is $13,- 
ooo a year. Admiral Benson will retire 
on account of age next September. 





Miss Marion Gau, a student of this year’s 
class at the University of Cincinnati, has 
been awarded the $500 prize offered at that 
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institution for proficiency in mathematics. 
Miss Gau made her preliminary studies at 
the Ursuline Academy, Cincinnati, gradu- 
ating there in 1915. 





Following closely upon the celebration of 
his. eighty-fifth birthday, His Eminence 
Cardinal Gibbons celebrated, on August 
16th, the fifty-first anniversary of his con- 
secration as a Bishop. Cardinal Gibbons 
was born on July 23, 1834, in Baltimore. 
On June 30, 1861, he was ordained to the 
priesthood in the Baltimore Cathedral. 
Seven years later, on August 16th, he was 
consecrated a Bishop and the following year 
went to Rome to participate in the Vatican 
Council, and was the youngest Bishop in 
the Church at that time. In 1877 His 
Eminence was named as Coadjutor-Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore, and on June 30, 1886, 
he was made a Prince of the Church by 
Pope Leo XIII. He was the first Ameri- 
can Cardinal to participate in the election 
of a Pope. 


Father W. Bradley, who has gone from 
St. Benet’s, Monkwearmouth, to St. Mary’s, 
Clapham, London, has a valuable record of 
war work as a radiologist at various hos- 
pitals in Sunderland, at the Jeffrey Hall, 
V. A. D. and at the Monkwearmouth and 
Southwick Hospitals, where, for some time, 
he has held the post of official radiologist 
and where he was instrumental in having 
installed a new X-ray equipment. Father 
3radley has in the course of a little over 
two years treated nearly 3,000 cases, thus 
rendering valuable service. 


The feast of the Assumption was fittingly 
commemorated at the Xaverian Brothers’ 
Noviciate attached to Mt. St. Joseph’s 
College, Baltimore, Md., where eleven 
young men received the Habit of the Order. 
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Graymoor Annals this month will be 
taken up principally with important devel- 
opments connected with St. Francis’ House, 
the Convent of our Sisters. We announced 
last month a visit to the Mother House of 
Sister Christina, Superioress of the Sisters 
at Hereford, Texas. Returning to the Lone 
Star State on August 5th, she was accom- 
panied by Sister Aloysius who bade fare- 
well to Graymoor. as the appointee of the 
Reverend Mother Superior to establish a 
new house of the Order in the Diocese of 
Santa Fe, which now has as its Archbishop 
a Friar Minor. We give extracts of a let- 
ter received from Sister Aloysius describing 
her first visit to Tucumcari, New Mexico, 
where the new Mission is to be established : 

“Leaving Hereford, Tuesday morning, 
12th inst. Arrived, Tucumcari, 7 P. M. 
Was met at station by Father Esvelt, 
who gave us a glad welcome and took us 
by automobile to the rectory, which is 
about fifteen minutes’ walk from the sta- 
tion and just beside the church. 

“We talked matters over a little that 
evening and he gave us great encourage- 
ment, told us we need not fear for our 
support. 

“Tucumcari is a flourishing town where 
four railroads center; the population is 
about 8,000, of which 800 are Catholic. 
Lots of work to be done and great pros- 
pects for our Order here. 

“The following morning we had two 
Masses as a Priest from a neighboring 
Mission called to see Father E———— the 
evening before and had to stay in town 
over night. 
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“After breakfast the Father took us 


around to the different buildings that he 
had selected for school and Sisters’ home, 
but we chose the first house we looked at 
for the Sisters; four large rooms with 
bathroom, back and front porch, $20 
monthly and one block from church. 
Finally we decided to have school across 
the street from church. Father Esvelt 
owns the property on which at present 
stands a little adobe house of two rooms 
which he will repair and build an addi- 
tion large enough for 150 children, as he 
expects that number, and he thinks the 
building will be finished in about three 
weeks. 

“Father was sorry we couldn’t be in 
Tucumcari for the 20th, as a great fair 
takes place there every year around that 
date. It lasts a few days and people from 
all parts of the country flock to it. He 
said we would miss a whole lot by not 
being there, as we should have had such 
a fine opportunity of meeting some good 
Catholic ladies. 

“Our business settled, after Mass and 
Holy Communion and Priests’ blessing 
we left for Hereford by 9 A. M. train on 
the 14th inst., reaching a little village 
called Vego, by twelve noon, where we 
were met by the ‘Eberle Family,’ as there 
is no conveyance to Hereford in the same 
day. So we had a delightful drive by 
auto across the plains, 32 miles, reaching 
home by four o’clock and we had the 
great happiness of being able to visit Our 
Dear Lord on our arrival at the new 
convent, just as we would at the Mother 
House. The Texas Sisters are so happy 
in their little chapel and no doubt they 
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feel the surroundings more sacred now 
that for the first time they have the 
Blessea Sacrament under the same roof 
with them. 


Tuesday, August 12th, St. Clare’s Day, 

















was memorable in the Annals of the Con- 
vent. It was first of all the day of final 
profession and the receiving of life vows 
on the part of Sisters Teresa and Veronica, 
the former a native of England, and the lat- 
ter of Ireland. Theirs is a case where Eng- 
land and Ireland live in perfect peace to- 
gether. The ceremony was a very beauti- 
ful one, taking place during High Mass with 
the Father Minister as celebrant. In the 
afternoon of the same day Right Reverend 
Mer. Lavelle, Rector of St, Patrick’s Cath- 
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edral, New York, gave the holy habit and 
white veil to two postulants, Miss Mar- 
garet Weston, Rutland, Vt., to be hence- 
forth known in religion as Sister Constan- 
tia and Miss Anna Reid, of Brooklyn, now 
Sister Hilda.

On August 19th two more Sisters of the 
Atonement, namely, Sisters Veronica and 
Joseph, left New York for Hereford, where 
they joined Sister Aloysius as their Super- 
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ioress and taking with them one of the 
Hereford Sisters, Sister Bernardine, the 
four started for their new home in Tucum- 
cari, New Mexico, on Tuesday, August 26. 
We ask our Readers to pray for this new 
Mission which is to bear the name of San 
Antonio. The first Branch House to be es- 
tablished by our Sisters fittingly received 
the name of St. Francis, the 2nd St. Clare 
and now this 3rd one is named after St. 
Anthony, whom we honor at Graymoor 
next after our Seraphic Father and Mother 
as the greatest saint in the Franciscan cal- 
endar. 


There is to be an extensive development 
of the mission at Hereford, now that the 
Sisters have moved from their original 
Convent beside the Antidote Building into 
the larger one, a picture of which we gave 
in THe Lamp last month. The old convent 
is to be moved to the large grounds of the 
new convent, the two buildings are to be 
coalesced and still further enlarged by the 
erection of a chapel and school rooms. Thus 
will the Sisters be able to receive boarding 
pupils as well as day scholars. It is esti- 
mated that at least $5,000 will have to be 
expended in these improvements and we 
rely largely upon the alms of our Lamp 
Readers, who have heretofore been so gen- 
ous in their support of the Hereford Mis- 
sion. A devout Catholic layman in New 
York has contributed the first $500 
towards the Sisters’ new Chapel and we 
trust what is still wanting for its erection 
will be provided by other volunteer contri- 
butors. Please send all gifts through the 
Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost. 

On the Feast of the Seven Joys of Mary, 
August 22nd, Mr. James McDonnell was 
received into the Third Order of St. Fran- 
cis and became a Tertiary of the Atone- 
ment in St. Francis Church, Graymoor, 
taking the name of Brother Aloysius Marie. 
On the following Sunday, August 24th, St. 
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Bartholomew’s Day, there was received 
into the Catholic Church and conditionally 
baptized Ralph Arnot Storey and Charles 
Edmund Benedict, the former having been 
an Episcopalian, the latter a Methodist. 
Both these young men have been sometime 
at Graymoor and under the instruction of 
Father VanSever. 





In connection with the water-tower, we 
are now building what is to be later on a 
conservatory, but for the present we in- 
tend to use it as a sort of temporary bar- 
racks, to accommodate the overflow from 
St. Paul’s Friary and St. John’s House of 
Studies, until the large addition to the latter 
is completed. One of our benefactors has 
just given us a thousand dollars which 
might have been applied to the enlargement 
of St. John’s, except that it was necessary 
to use it for the time being in helping to pay 
for the tower. We are still waiting for 
some wealthy benefactor to meet the en- 
tire cost of this noble monument on the 
very apex of our Mountain and when that 
red’ letter day arrives, the money which has 
been advanced to meet the work of con- 
struction can be transferred to the Fund 
for enlarging the House of Studies. 


During the last two weeks of August a 
large tent was placed on the shores of 
Indian Lake, three miles distant from the 
Mount of the Atonement, and certain of 
the Brothers who have been working very 
hard and needed a little vacation, have been 
spending the day at the lake, going over 
after Mass and returning in the evening, 
while Professor Schultz, with one Tertiary 
Brother, occupied the tent over night, fish- 
ing each evening until dark, and sleeping 


_ until late the next morning. 


On St. Bartholomew’s Day, after Mass 
the entire Community adjourned to the 
lake for dinner, enjoying themselves huge- 
ly in the afternoon, bathing and _ boat- 
ing. Indian Lake nestles like a wonder- 
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ful gem amid the rocky wooded highlands, 
almost lofty enough to be dignified by the 
name of mountains. It affords to our In- 
stitute a place of resort equal for the pur- 
pose to Lake George, though of course on a 
much reduced scale, the length of, the lake 
being a fvll mile or more and the width 
from a quarter to a half mile. We hope 
later to be able to purchase a cottage on the 
lake side, build a chapel and have our stu- 
dents spend their vacation there instead of 
dispersing to their homes, where through 
the subtlety of the Old Enemy and the 
lure of the city, vocations are lost and 
some return to the world who might other- 
wise persevere in Holy Religion. 
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and make the supreme act of self-surren- 
der which will constitute you throughout 
eternity a member of that elect company, 
a hundred and forty-four thousand in 
number, who follow the Lamb whitherso- 
ever He goeth. It may be that the peru- 
sal of this simple story of one who was 
called like you and has obeyed the call 
will encourage you to do as he has done. 

One day while attending Holy Mass, a 
strange feeling came over me. It seemed 
as if God was speaking to me for I thought 
I heard a voice telling me I was to become 
a Priest. I prayed hard and tried to forget

FURNISHINGS NEEDED FOR THE

We have just learned through a letter 
from the Superioress at St. Francis Mis- 
sion House, Hereford, that the Sisters need 
for their present chapel a Missal and Stand;

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CLIMATIC CROSSES IN CHINA 

The Foreign Missionaries endure crosses 
of many kinds for the love of God and the 
salvation of souls—not least among them 
are climatic ones: in Central Africa it is the 
tropic heat and the fever; the following 
letter from Father Price, Superior of the 
new Maryknoll Mission at Yeungkong, 
China, depicts one of the many trials grow- 
ing out of weather conditions, which have 
to be endured by the missionaries in that 
ountry : 

“We are now in the midst of the moist 
season and the mold is on many things. 
It is like living in a deep, damp cellar for 
weeks. We tried to prepare for this, 
which is said to be the worst part of the 
year, by lacquering everything we could, 
securing air-tight boxes for storage and 
arranging a dry room in which we keep 
a fire burning; but we succeeded only 
partially. I took out yesterday and ex- 
amined the valises in my room and found 
them in some places covered with mold 
one-eighth of an inch thick. In the dry 
room I found the shoes in my trunk 
much molded. The atmosphere in my 
room was so saturated with moisture that 
the towel on my washstand remained 
thoroughly wet for days, and when I at- 
tempted to try and keep down the mois- 
ture by building a fire the whole room 
was filled with a kind of steam. It is said 
that we will have about one month more 
of this moist weather. As a body we 
have stood this pretty well and next year 
we trust to manage better. While speak- 
ing of health I may also mention that the 
doctor here has ordered us to take 15 or 
20 grains of quinine every 10 or 15 days, 
and says that we shall certainly have ma- 
larial fever if we do not follow this ad- 
vice. The quinine must be taken in this 
way the greater part of the year, in fact 
almost the whole year.”

AUGUST THE BANNER MONTH 

The campaign to raise the Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars which will be required to 
increase St. John’s House of Studies, to 
more than twice its present size, has gath- 
ered momentum during the past month and 
we have a more encouraging report to make 
than at any time since the campaign was 
inaugurated. 

The Grand-Total of contributions to this 
fund, as reported in the August Lamp, was 
$3,359.77, the total for the month of July 
being $816.93.

By 
Saturday, August 30th, the Old Subscrib- 
ers added more than a full thousand to the 
total for the month and brought the Grand 
Total up to the splendid sum of $5,735.95. 
Of course, the Veterans are only skirmish- 
ing as yet and they will be heard from again 
to yet grander purpose when the October 
LAMP comes out. They are only getting 
under arms as we write these lines. In- 
spired by their example, we believe thou- 
sands of our more recent Subscribers, who 
have held back from enlisting in the big 
campaign, will also be falling into line and 
we shall see the Grand Total advancing 
from now on by leaps and bounds.

DOES NOT BIND UNDER SIN 

Some time ago we received the following 
communication : 

“I admire the U. N. B. L., its methods 
and aims, and only hesitate to call my- 
self a member because I fear that would 
be to assume a moral obligation for un- 
swerving economy—and a species of im- 
plied vow to make only the best and 
most unselfish use of money in any sum, 
however small. This would be an ever 
present restraint, and the frequent break- 
ing of a voluntarily assumed obligation 
a cause of sin and worry. Should I be 
mistaken in the nature of the obligation 
assumed by membership, I would gladly 
join the organization.” 

The Rule of Action and of Prayer pro- 
posed by the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost 
to its many members expresses an ideal 
to be striven after and does not impose an 
obligation, binding upon the conscience.

ON SCHEDULE TIME 

The Grand Total of Contributions for all 
purposes which we have set as the aim of 
The-Union-That-N othing-Be-Lost for 1919 
is One Hundred Thousand Dollars. At 
the end of August with four months still 
remaining the total receipts for all ob- 
jects, including funds to build water tower 
and additions to St. John’s House of Stu- 
dies, Graymoor, amounted to $66,855.22, 
which means that the U. N. B. L. may be 
compared to a railway express running or 
schedule time. On Sept. 1 two-thirds of the 
year was numbered with the past and two- 
thirds of $100,000 is $66,666.67. Thus we 
see that the U. N. B. L. express scheduled 
to arrive at the One Hundred Thousand 
Dollar terminal on Dec. 31, reached the 
8th intermediate station just a minute or 
two ahead of time! 


So far, so good, but what about the last 
third of the way? We must keep throwing 
on the fuel and the throttle must not be 
shoved in a single inch, otherwise the ex- 
press will slacken its speed on the up grade 
and if we lose any time en route it will be 
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very difficult to make it up on the home 

stretch. The record for 1919 until now 

has been magnificent; we must not fall 
down at the ninth, tenth, or eleventh hour. 

ONE THOUSAND LIFE MEMBERS 
One of the most gratifying things we 

have to report this month is the way the 
Readers of Tue LAmp are seconding our 
efforts to enroll One Thousand Life Mem- 
bers in the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost 
by December,’ 1921, which will be the coth 
anniversary of the Union’s nativity. The 
list of new Life Members recorded since 
last month figures up a total of twenty-five, 
surpassing the record of any previous 
month.

A WORD TO THE MISSIONARIES 

Gratitude is a rare virtue but we find 
that our Foreign Missionaries cultivate it 
to an exceptional degree and are about the 
most grateful class of people we have ever 
had any dealings with. Their chief way of 
showing their gratitude is in exchanging 
prayers for alms; bearing this in mind, the 
Editor of THe Lamp with all the greater 
confidence appeals to the Foreign Mission- 
aries to become the zealous promotors in 
Asia, Africa and the Pacific Islands of the 
observance of the Church Unity Octave, 
which begins on the Feast of the Chair of 
Peter at Rome, January 18 and ends on the 
Feast of the Conversion of Saint Paul, 
January 25. 

We are making this request earlier than 
usual this year so the Foreign Missionaries 
may be notified in abundance of time to 
make all necessary preparations for the due 
observance of the Octave. We intend to 
enclose in every Lamp that goes abroad 
during September a copy of the Church 
Unity Octave prayer leaflet, translations of 
which we trust the Missionaries will make 
into the native language of their people. 
The Prayers in this leaflet have been au- 
thorized and indulgenced by the Holy 
Father who in a Papal Brief several years 
ago extended the observance of the Octave 
to the Universal Church. 
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AD CLERUM 

We ask the Reverend Clergy, who read 
Tue Lamp, to see to it that the number of 
Mass Intentions entrusted to the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost for distribu- 
tion among Missionaries in the Field Afar 
is not diminished but rather increased as 
time goes on. During the progress of the 
war and the prevalence of influenza there 
was an extraordinary swelling of the tide 
of Mass Intentions and many of the clergy 
found it difficult to dispose of their sur- 
plus. Now that the influenza has disap- 
peared and peace has come to a war-ridden 
world, the faithful are having a far less 
number of Masses said for their Intention, 
consequently the over supply has corre- 
spondingly diminished, but not so the de- 
mand for thenr on the part of the poor 
missionaries. Mass Intentions mean to 
them not only daily bread but also in many 
cases the support of the Catechists and even 
the building of schools and churches. We 
trust, therefore, that the Pastors who have 
any Masses to dispose of will remember 
their fellow priests in foreign lands and 
make the U. N. B, L. the channel through 
which they send all they cannot personally 
discharge to the Field Afar. 

WHO WILL SUPPLY THE MEDI- 
CINES? 

Father O. Vandewalle, Missionary at 
Tagudin (Mountain Province), Philippine 
Islands, has appealed to us for medicines; 
‘This is directly in line with our Medical 
Branch of U. N. B. L. activity and I trust 
his appeal will not prove in vain. You no- 
tice that he asks for $100 a year. For the 
first year we will make him a grant of $50 
out of the General Fund, relying upon you, 
dear Readers, by volunteer contributions to 
supply the same amount, dollar for dollar. 

Father Vandewalle’s Letter 

I like statistics and here are some: . 

Year 1917, calls to dispensary, 3945. 
Visits to the sick at their houses, 207. 
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Year 1918, calls to dispensary, 2548. 
Visits at the homes of the sick, 95. 

That is not a thing to boast about, you 
say perhaps, when you see how the num- 
bers have lessened and that so greatly in 
the time of one year. But let me explain 
the reason of this, dear Reverend Father. 
At Tagudin we have 11 Belgian Sisters 
at the mission. Besides helping us in our 
1o schools with their 1500 and more 
pupils, the Sisters have a dispensary. 
The calls at the dispensary for ’17 and 
’18 I have given. After class the Sisters 
find time to visit the sick in their homes. 
Here above you have the number of their 
visits.. But have the Sisters then become 
lazy? Do the people not trust them as 
before? Far from that. The war you 
see has cut off all help from us Belgians. 
We no longer have the money to buy the 
necessary medicines and so our Sisters 
are compelled in sorrow of heart to tell 
the people they cannot any more help 
them because they have not got the 
means to buy the medicines. What shall 
the calls atthe dispensary and the visits 
of the Sisters at the homes of the sick be 
this year? They will have to be reduced 
more and more unless—and now, dear 
Father, it is up to the Union-That-Noth- 
ing-Be-Lost to talk. 

Must we close the dispensary and tell 
the people not to bother us any more by 
calling for the Sisters; let the sick 
requiescat in pace? 

Last November we had a visit of 
mother “Flu.” More than 200 died dur- 
ing that month. It was then that our 
purgatives were exhausted, not a single 
dose of that precious medicine could be 
found in the town. And what is the use 
of the Sisters going to the houses of the 
sick when they can only cure them by 
words. Must I explain how a few drops 
of medicine for the body brings also 
medicine to the soul? How many have 
been brought to the church and the con- 
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fessional by a dose of medicine? 

Shall this good work be lost? Cannot 
the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost see 
that that good work of the dispensary of 
the Sisters here continues till restored 
Belgium can help us once more? 

In you I hope, Father. Even a little 
help shall be very welcome, were it only 
$100 a year. So sure am I that you will 
try your very best that I thank you al- 
ready in advance. 

A HEATHEN MONK AND NUNS 
Dear Reverend Father: 

I wonder if the enclosed photo would in- 
terest you? It is of a pagan monk doing 
penance in a sealed-in cell; in order to ob- 
tain happiness in the next world. He has 
been there for already two years and if he 
leaves this Pagoda, it is only to enter an- 
other to continue his voluntary imprison- 
ment. 

He lives on alms and food is passed in to 
him through the hole in the gate. When we 
went he was saying a long prayer that could 
not be interrupted by any human being (so 
we were told), and had to wait until it was 
finished. Then someone called to him, to 
say the “White Sisters” as they call wus 
here, had come; so he opened the little hole 
and I asked if I might photograph him. He 
was very flattered and said “Certainly, cer- 
tainly!” His life is indeed a penitential one, 
he fasts, and eats no meat or fish; often 
rising at night to pray. The people have 
confidence in the prayers of certain of these 
monks, especially in those who perform ex- 
terior acts of penance. A favorite one here 
is the burning of two fingers; cotton wool 
is wrapped round, they are dipped in some 
inflammatory fluid, and then set fire to; 
after some time both fingers become de- 
tached from the hand and that monk is 
looked upon as a superior being!

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be wondered at; but to us the most mar- 
velous part of it all is, that conversions to 
Christianity are so numerows. Every year 
several hundred Catechumens add to the 
already goodly number of Catholics, but 
the destroying of the idols is always a heart- 
rending step to those who for years have 
lived a religion of terror; they are for 
several days and weeks after, afraid of the

vengeance of the burnt god. Every illness 
or loss in the family is put down to it, and 
their heathen relatives are loud in lament- 
ing their foolishness. So they need pray- 
ers, Reverend Father and we ask earnestly 
for them..

It constitutes by far the best in- 
come of our mission and excepting a few 
gifts, our catechists, servants, etc., are de- 
pendent upon it. We, therefore, are always 
anxiously looking out for Mass stipends 
from America to help us on a bit.

Whilst crossing Lake Salisbury, which 
separatas us from Tevo, I met hundreds of 
natives standing in the lake, uprooting 
water plants called “ikirom,” the only food 
they had to live upon. The heat has been 
intense; missionaries of 25 years’ experi- 
ence don’t know of a hotter season. All 
plants had dried up. The level of the lake 
diminished a good deal, hence the natives 
were able to uproot these water plants, 
which when dried, are cut into Slices, 
stamped to powder, cooked and then eaten. 
They give a bitter, unwholesome food. At 
the moment I am writing this, the rains 
have happily started to fall; this will re- 
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lieve the population, who are cultivating 
their new crops. In Buduma I heard of 28 
deaths on account of famine. 

Whilst coming back from Tevo, having 
crossed again Salisbury Lake, I met with 
alittle incident. In the morning, whilst my 
porters were sitting round the watch-fires 
and I was saying Mass early, in order to be 
off soon to the next catechumenate, for in 
Africa we prefer to travel early, in order 
to avoid the scorching sun during the day, 
there was a stir of a sudden. Everybody 
ran for his life. What had happened? 

A mother elephant and her baby had 
separated themselves from the big herd of 
elephants, who were near the lake, and had 
come in our direction. Being unmolested 
they soon turned back and I could continue 
my Mass in peace. It is very rare to get 
such a distraction, but I thought it interest- 
ing enough to relate it to you.

What but turn again to you, as I have 
done so many times before, my dear little 
Sister, and never without being richly 
answered ! 

You really must answer me this time, in 
a particularly favorable way—for have you 
not been named the Patroness of Alaska? 
And is there not a Guild of the Little 
Flower, fermed for the special purpose of 
helping Bishop Crimont in Alaska, through 
you? 





Therefore, I turn to you now most 
frankly, and I write you this open letter to 
say—Oh, to say many things of which my 
heart is full! 

First of all, dear little Flower of the 
Lord, I will remind you of a fact which I 
will not say you have forgotten, but which 
perhaps is of less importance to you than 
it seems to ne—the fact, namely, that it is 
to you I owe the peace, the happiness, the 
beauty, the great, glorious hope, which took 
theaplace of wretchedness and malease and 
discontent and vain hunger, in my soul, 
when you led me into the Church of Jesus 
Christ. 


In a word, through you I received the 
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greatest possible good that can be obtained 
by those who wander outside the Fold of 
the Lamb, in this valley of tears; the gift 
of Faith. 

And it is to win this incomparable bless- 
ing for one of the most neglected, and ob- 
scure, and suffering races of the earth, the 
Eskimos of the far North, that Bishop 
Crimont and his priests and nuns are spend- 
ing their lives, in that land of ice and far 
spaces and loneliness and perils and priva- 
tions. And they turn to you for help. And 
I also turn to you, begging you to help 
them. 

It is written in your book—your wonder- 
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ful story of a soul—that you who in this 
life were a cloistered Carmelite, to whom 
all that even smacked of worldly glory or 
notoriety was abhorrent, now that the body 
of this death that we so foolishly think to 
be life has been laid aside, would have all 
the world know your history, and would 
have it known even unto the ends of the 
earth that God granted your great prayer, 
and that even until the death of time you 
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will remain among us poor, wandering chil- 
dren of Eve, doing good among us and for 
us, and letting loose a torrent of roses that 
fall upon our hearts and our souls day by 
day everywhere in the world. 

You do this—God permits all this I do 
not doubt—because it was necessary that 
we of this stricken world, in this awful 
time of death and sorrow and ruin which 
fell upon us because we had deserted God’s 
fair city to live in Babylon, should be 
brought back again to God by supernatural 
means. We needed a new lesson by which 
to learn again the truth taught by our Lord, 
and by Mary His Mother, and by His Apos- 
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tles, down through all the long line of the 
blessed Saints who never fail among us— 
the truth that only one thing matters, only 
God. Sanctity is the one way to Him: the 
one cure for the deep wound which all 
souls bear within them, and which will 
never cease to burn and ache until God’s 
love is laid as a balm upon it, once and 
for all. 

Dear Sister Teresa! Perhaps a bewil- 











































dered reader may cry out, and ask: “What 
has all this to do with Bishop Crimont’s 
mission in Alaska?” But you know, and 
the world must know, if ever there is to be 
true peace again, that all statescraft, and 
human wisdom, and human striving, are in 
vain unless founded upon God. And the 
truth of truths, so far as men and women 
are concerned, is that it matters nothing if 
the whole world be gained if the soul be 
lost. 

The saving of souls! 

That is the true work of us all, that is 
the end to which all the highest aims and 
ambitions of statesmen and scientists and 
scholars and’ business men are but sec- 
ondary. 

Now, the saving of souls is the work of 
the Alaskan mission. That work has been 
placed under your protection and assistance 
—you, a maiden of our own sad modern 
times, a child who willingly gave up all that 
most of us so feverishly and so pertinaci- 
ously pursue, and behind the convent walls, 
in a few short years, spent your youth and 
beauty and all your fair powers of heart 


and mind, in a whole-willed sacrifice of: 


self to God. And now the whole world 
knows your name; and the fame of your 
spirit’s grace and strength makes you a 
mighty one, up on high among the great 
figures who appear every now and then as 
messengers of the Almighty.

I received your last letter containing 
draft for $53.21. To say this generous 
gift was received with great welcome 
and gratitude is to say but very little, for 
I could never express in words how much 
we thank the Readers of The Lamp or 
how we appreciate and esteem their char- 
ity. 

It is certainly the Sacred Heart who 
prompts this generosity, for He sees each 
day how much we need the alms of our 
benefactors. Just as your welcome draft 
came along a poor little slave aged 15 
years (but who looks only 12) was 
brought to us in an emaciated condition. 
She had been bought by her masters when 
a tiny child; by force of hard work and 
ill-treatment she contracted an internal 
complaint, which has developed into a 
mass of ulcers all over her body, and her 
unnatural masters cast her adrift to seek 
a refuge where she could. God guided the 
steps of this poor child to us, where nat- 
urally. we received her with open arms, 
giving her a bed in the hospital until she 
recovers (unless God calls her to Him- 
self), after which she will be sent to the 
orphanage, where she will have a hap- 
pier life than that of slavery. 

Another dear child of about 6 months 
old, was found on the doorstep, its poor 
little body and arms were covered with 
marks as if it had been tied with thick 
ropes. We surmise that it had been found 
corded up in a piece of matting. It is 
now baptized and doing fairly well. 
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Every day brings its own stories from 
the new-born babe to the declining years 
of old age, yet, in this we see the hand of 
God drawing these souls to Himself; 
therefore, we cannot and must not refuse 


them, as long as we are supported by our | 


dear friends and benefactors we will 
never refuse one. This is why we are 
so grateful and overflowing with heart- 
felt thanks when we receive your gifts, 
for we know it is to save more souls for 
whom Christ has died. 

The Chinese suffer most patiently and 
are pleased and satisfied with any little 
comfort. One dear child we have here, 
also a little slave, has been bedridden for 
more than four years; all this time she 
has only shown great patience, always 
a smile.when you approach her. Although 
in the beginning she was a little pagan, 
she now receives Holy Communion every 
Sunday and festivals. Her little body is a 
mass of bones and sores, the bones pro- 
truding through the skin, yet not a mur- 
mur. If you give her a few sweets or 
cakes she is so happy. Surely when she 
takes her flight to heaven she will not 
forget to pray for those dear ones who 
by their charity have provided for her 
during these long years. 

Hundreds of these little souls plead 
before the throne of God for those who 
have been the means of gaining for them 
eternal happiness. I have said before and 
I repeat that without the contributions of 
our friends, these souls must be deprived 
of the grace of knowing and loving their 
Creator. In a word, all our inmates and 
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ourselves pray daily for you, that God 
may bless you and your families, and that 
He may instill into your hearts the real 
and true necessity of assisting the mis- 
sions.

A PLEA FOR MERCY 

Sister Symphoriana, Superior of the Im- 
maculate Orphanage, Fangtze, Shantung, 
China, has written to the Editor of THE 
Lamp as follows: 

Convent and Orphanage of the Immacu- 
lata, Fangtze, (Shantung) N. China. 
Reverend and Dear Father: 

Though a stranger I venture to knock at 
your door. I feel encouraged to do so, be- 
ing your humble sister in St. Francis. Late- 
ly one of our Fathers, when passing through 
Fangtze told me what a keen interest you 
are taking in the grand mission cause, thus 
fully realizing the high ideal of our Se- 
raphic Father. 

Your Lamp by enlightening people at 
home about their duties, is securing the light 
of true Faith to the Heathen. 

We should be very much obliged to you, 
Dear Reverend Father, if you would kindly 
give the enclosed appeal some space in your 
Magazine, trusting that Tut Lamp would 
not only enlighten, but also enkindle the 
hearts of some Benefactors, on behalf of 
the poor little ones we are striving to save. 

Sister Symphoriana’s Appeal 

Before sending forth this appeal from 
the depth of China, where I have been 
working for 19 years, I allow that it cost 
me a long struggle. For I am perfectly 
aware that times are hard, that there are 
enough poor at home and that beggars 
from abroad are not wanted. 

When thinking so, I was suddenly” 
roused out of my reverie by heart-pierc- 
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ing cries. They came from a crowd of 
children in distress . . . and in my ear 
sounded the deadly groans of outcast 
babies, and their wee overwhelmed me. 

For their sake I and my Sisters left. our 
dear ones at home and came to this 
heathen land to be mothers to these un- 
fortunate little ones. Is there any mother 
among my readers, she will understand 
the pains of my heart? 

I therefore knock at your door, at your 
hearts, instantly entreating your mercy 
for my dear children. 

Our Immaculata Orphanage _ in 
Fangtze (E. Shantung), which the 
Chinese call “The Home of Mercy,” shel- 
ters over 200 poor. Last year, when it 
was to hg closed down for lack of means, 
I, for the first time in my life, wrote an 
appeal, and thanks to the alms from 
America the catastrophe was averted. 
But this year we are once more at the 
edge of ruin, because the expected relief 
from Europe, from our former benefac- 
tors in Belgium, Alsace and‘ Bavaria, did 
not come, and will not come, alas! . 

Therefore we look again to America, 
trusting that the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
will touch the hearts of some generous 
Mission friends to come to our rescue. 

We are trying every means to earn a 
living for our big family by our own 
labor, and that of our children. But de- 
spite the strictest economy we cannot do 
without the assistance of Christian char- 


ity. 
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I would like you to see with your own 
eyes our dear little ones, how ardent they 
are in their prayers, how eager at their 
work, They show a graveness which one 
is not accustomed to see with European 
children. They seem to realize the earn- 
estness of life. Indeed, they all had some 
experience, many still bear the traces, 
practically every ane has its story of suf- 
ferings. 

May we be allowed to quote some in- 
stances, taken at random from the latest 
pages of our journal. 

Here is a little Joseph. Within a 
few days the influenza made him an or- 
phan. Immediately after his parents’ 
death the creditors sold the poor hut. 
The grandmother with the baby on her 
back was ruthlessly expelled. Where was 
she to go? Nobody took any notice of 
her fate. Fortunately she heard of our 
institution and came to depose her bur- 
den at our door, and then went off as a 
beggar. 

On April 29th a little Barbara was 
taken in. A new-born child, she lay upon 
a heap of manure at the village entrance. 
A kind-hearted woman picked her up and 
took her to her house. But she fared 
badly with her charity. At the sight of 
the intruder her own children and rela- 
tives flew into a passion arid clamored so 
fiercely that the good Samaritan had no 
other escape than to set off that very 
night and bring the foundling to the 
“House of Mercy.” 

The next day a little Anna was pre- 
sented by her own parents. She had been 
born only two weeks. Without a blush 
' they told us they would have thrown her 
to the dogs had not their neighbor sug- 
gested they might get rid of her at the 
“House of Mercy.” “Because,” they 
added, “we were about to emigrate to 
Manchuria when this poor wretch by its 
untimely arrival disturbed and delayed 
our plans. It was impossible to carry it 
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along this difficult journey.” 

It must be remembered, that eocenting 
to the Chinese superstition babies have 
no souls, which we believe may some- 
what explain their inhuman resolution 
without excusing it. 

At noon we had another surprise. An 
old woman who occasionally had begged 
for alms at our door, called on us. This 
time she looked cheerful and proud like 
a French Marshal. Out of her basket 
she drew a little Amelia and triumph- 
antly related how she had rescued her 
with her bamboo stick from a herd of 
nasty dogs. 

During the night the baby had been put 
to bed under some hedge, wrapped in a 
piece of mat. Dogs had just dragged the 
bundle on the road, when the good 
woman happened to pass. She at once 
valiantly took part in the fighting and 
after some lucky strokes came out victo- 
rious and picked up the precious booty. 

We gave her a large pot of millet to 
eat and some cents as reward. She was 
delighted and so were we! , 

In conclusion let us still report how 
a whole family was saved. They were 
very poor and by a series of misfortunes 
had been brought to the edge of starva- 
tion. Father and mother both fell sick. 
There was no income and consequently 


nothing’ to eat. The children, awfully 


neglected, cried for millet, but nobody 
gave them any food, nor did any neigh- 
bor take notice of their heart-rending 
moaning. The golden paragraph, “Love 
thy neighbor as thyself,” does not exist 
in the heathen code. And the gold- 
painted gods in the pagoda looked with 
an icy indifference upon their woes. 

In order to shorten their terrible 
agony, the desperate father secured some 
poison which was to put an end to all 
their sufferings. At this critical moment 
a relative of his came along. He had in- 
cidentally been acquainted with us and 
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persuaded his unlucky friend to spare at 
least his children. The two girls, one of 
7 years and another of scarcely 2 months, 
were brought to the “House of Mercy.” 
A few days after, father and mother with 
the remaining two boys (of 1o and 5 
years respectively) dragged themselves 
to Fangtze. Little by little we succeeded 
in restoring them to health. The 4 chil- 
dren have already been baptized. For 
the man we found a position as gardener, 


our work, it is the work of our merciful 
Saviour and of our Catholic brethren. To 
all of them apply His words: “ee merci- 
ful: and you shall obtain mercy.”

She had appeared in the 
chapel, which he had consecrated to her, 
and in his sacristy—to enlighten and touch 
hardened souls and to give peace to just 
souls. Many times slie had appeared in his 


most arrived at the top of the stairs, I heard 
the voice of a Woman said to the 
Servant of God, “What do you wish me to 
ask of my Son?” M. le Curé answered, 
“The conversion of sinners, the relief or 
comfort of the sick and the recovery (cure) 
of a person in whom I am interested.” 
When I entered the room, I saw a lady 
dressed in a white dress with a crown on 
her head. I said to the lady that I would 
prefer to die than be cured of my cancer, 
in order to go to Paradise. She did not 
answer, but disappeared. M. Vianney was 
in ecstacy. I pulled his soutane. He said:

“Is that You My God?” I answered him: 
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“No, it is noi the good God, it is I.” “If 
you tell what you have just seen,” he replied,

In the middle of July, 1859, nearly three 
weeks before the death of the Blessed Vian- 
ney, a collector of the name of Etienette, 
whom he employed to gather the funds 
necessary for his works, came to take leave 
of him before departing for Roanne and 
Tarare. At the moment in which she 
passed over the door sill, she found the 
Curé d’ Ars in conversation with a Lady 
dressed in a blue robe sprinkled with dots 
of gold. When he turned to her, M. Vian- 
ney, perceiving the presence of Etienette, 
motioned to her to keep silence. He an- 
nounced to her afterwards that she would 
not see him much more. Presently Etien- 
ette declared that she would go away. “Go,” 
he said to her, “you will not see me again, 
and you wil! see me again.” She was at 
Tarare when she heard from a_ Jesuit 
Father of the death of the saintly Curé, 
which had been announced to her in curious 
terms. She hastened to return to Ars and 
was satisfied to see him on his funeral bed. 
It was then that the enigmatical speech ex- 
plained itself,—‘You will not see me again, 
and you will see me again.” The Holy Vir- 
gin, in that apparition, had foretold to her 
servant the end of his exile.

13. Let the Prefects either visit, in per- 
son, any member who is ill, or else 
send some one to perform this office 
of charity. When the sickness is seri- 
ous, let the Prefects urge the sick per- 
son, by warning and persuasion, jto 
attend in time to the matters which 
concern the cleansing of his soul. 


Kindness and considerateness for the 
sick and the infirm was one of the most 
winning traits in the character of St. 
Francis. On the very eve of his death 
he seems to thank God especially for 
having called him to His service by the 
ministry to the sick. He says in his 
“Testament”: “The Lord gave to me, 
srother Francis, thus to begin to do pen- 
ance; for when I was in sin it seemed to 
me very bitter to see lepers, and the Lord 
Himself led me amongst them and I 
showed mercy to them. . And when I left 
them, that which had seemed to me bit- 
ter was changed for me into sweetness 
of body and soul.” And in the Rule of 
the Friars Minor, you will read these 
words: “And if any of them should fall 
into illness, the other brothers must serve 
him as they would wish to be served 
themselves.” St. Bonaventure, the biog- 
rapher of St. Francis, says of him: “Unto 
them that were afflicted with body suf- 
ferings of any sort he would condescend 
with a marvelous tenderness of 
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pathy. If he perceived in any aught of 
destitution, aught of want, he would, in 
the gentleness of his devout heart, carry 
it unto Christ. 
born in him, and redoubled by the shed- 
ding upon it of the piety of Christ. Thus 


Mercy, verily, was in- 


his soul was melted over the poor and 
the weak, and when he could not open 
his hand unto any, he opened his heart. 
He was wont to tell his brethren that 
they ought to see in the bodily infirmities 
of others the infirmities and_ bruises 
which Christ took upon Himself for our 
healing. 

Celano, his earliest biographer, tells us 
how he would go out to beg delicacies 
for the sick, and afterwards would join 
them in eating these in order to allay any 
possible scruples which they might have 
and to put them entirely at ease. What 
could be more charming than this pic- 
ture of him which is given in the “Mirror 
of Perfection”: “When Francis was liv- 
ing with his followers at Rivo Torto a 
friar fell ill there, and was very weak. 
Blessed Francis, looking at him, had 
great compassion for him, and said to 
himself, ‘If that friar would eat ripe 
grapes the first thing in the morning I 
believe he would be cured.’ 
thought, so he did. Rising early in the 
morning he called the friar privately, and 
took him to a vineyard near the place, 
and choosing a vine that had good grapes 
fit for eating, he sat down by the vine 
with the friar and began to eat grapes, 
that the friar should not feel ashamed at 
eating alone. And while they were eat- 
ing, the friar was cured, and together 
they praised the Lord.” 


And as he 


This incident, and mony more that 
could be recounted, abundantly prove 
that there cannot be anything like a true 
imitation of St. Francis nor any claim to 
the Franciscan spirit without a whole- 
hearted determination to copy his con- 
duct towards the sick and infirm, Since 
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he fervently believed that the sick were 
the representatives of Christ and remind- 
ed us of His sufferings, kind-heartedness 
to them, he taught, must be particularly 
pleasing to God. All Tertiaries, there- 
fore, ought to strive to learn this lesson 
of kindness towards the sick, and learn 
it from St. Francis, who studied in the 
school of Christ. 

The ways of ministering to the sick are 
manifold. In the first place, Tertiaries 
should pray for their sick and infirm 
It is true, hours of sickness 
Sick-beds 
have made saints, and sick-beds have lost 


brethren. 
are hours of special grace. 
saints. If the sick person seizes the op- 
portunity sickness will draw him nearer 
to God, but he will lose many graces 
if he allows these visitations of God to 
pass unheeded. Realizing the value of 
illness as a means of sanctification the 
Third Order calls especial attention to it 
in its Rule. 

The Rule directs the Prefects to visit 
the sick, either in person, or by the ap- 
pointment of some members of the Con- 
ference to undertake this errand of char-. 
ity. Usually there are special officers se- 
lected for this work; or again a certain 
prudent and tactful member, who chooses 
his or her companions according to the 
requirements of each case. The Prefect, 
however, should always endeavor to visit 
members who are seriously ill and the 
Spiritual Director usually calls at the 
home of Tertiaries who are very ill, par- 
ticularly if they are poor and needy. 

It requires much faith and humility to 
bear up bravely under the strain of se- 
vere illness and visitors must always bear 
this fact in mind. Two sick persons are 
rarely alike. It is evident, then, that tact 
and prudence, or to put it plainly, much 
charity and considerateness must be 
found in the Tertiary visitors. Their vis- 
its ought to leave behind the remem- 
brance of cheer and confidence and pa- 
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Visits to the sick, as ‘Tertiaries 
are supposed to practice them, are not 
mere social calls, they are acts of re- 
ligion. Modern charity and visits to the 
sick too often overlook the religious mo- 


tience. 


tive. A visit that consists in repeating 
the latest jokes or discussing the latest 
news, or in gossip of the neighborhood 
or relationship is an abomination. This 
strange conduct may arise from diffi- 
dence. People do not like to parade their 
piety. But when Tertiaries visit their 
fellow-members they are simply obeying 
the orders of the Holy Father in an un- 
assuming way. A sick Tertiary will be 
glad to profit by these visits, and since 
be knows of the Rule’s directions has a 
right to await such visits. 
prepared for them. 


The way is 


The visitation.of the sick must not be 
made in an officious way. The Third 
Order does not issue a brief to the mem- 
bers to upset the domestic arrangements 
of a home. The Tertiaries must be pru- 
dent, civil and supplied with much hu- 
mility that will support them when they 
meet with rebuffs, ridicule or opposition. 
The path of the bearer of kindness is not 
always smooth; and anger and resent- 
ment will not clear away the obstacles; 
time and patience and prayer alone bring 
results. 

Tertiaries will endeavor to encourage 
the sick person to patience, and forbear- 
ance, not in a preachy and sanctimonious 
way, but as real charity and kindness 
will suggest; they will express their sym- 
pathy and promise to remember him in 
prayer and Holy Mass and will not leave 
without saying a few prayers for the con- 
solation of the sick. It is a very good 
practice to read a chapter from the “Imi- 
tation of Christ” or from the Gospels re- 
lating to the Sufferings of Jesus. A 
beautiful booklet, “Comfort and Conso- 
lation for the Sick,” recently published, 
is very serviceable.

much recital of woes and ills and gen- 
eral talk that is to no purpose. The 
visitors are not always to blame. At 
times the household seems to be under 
the impression that the history of the 
disease and the doctor’s pronouncements 
must be repeated to each and every 
visitor. This is, to say the least, most 
annoying to the patient, and very annoy- 
ing to the visitor unless he has provided 
himself with an unusual supply of pa 
‘ience and resignation. It would, no 
doubt, be a mutual advantage if the dis 
cussions of aches and pains and medi- 
cines were transferred to some other 
place than the sick-room. A Tertiary 
will scek to convey the idea that the sick- 
room is the place of God’s visitation of 
his friends, and that God is not in much 
noise and useless conversation. A spirit 
of quiet and rest ought to pervade the 
sick-roorn. 

A kind heart has a quick eye. It will 
notice the absence of little necessaries 
and comforts and quietly and unobtru- 
siveiy ettend to them. Little kindnesses 
cheer the heart. A few flowers, some 
delicacy, a promise of a ptayer, or a me- 
ment) at Holy Mass or Holy Commun- 
ion are always a real comfort to a sick 
person. The patient will await your 
visits like the coming of an angel of 
mercy and cheer. 

There is hardly any reason for insist 
ing upon Tertiaries admonishing the sick 
to receive the Sacraments. 
will attend to it.

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THE PERPETUAL NOVENA TO ST. 
ANTHONY 

This is the name of the Novena which is 
conducted by the Friars of the Atonement 
at the shrine of the Great Wonder-worker 
in the Church of St. Francis on the Mount 
of the Atonement. A new Novena begins 
every Tuesday and ends on the evening of 
the Wednesday in the following week and 
thus these Novenas to St. Anthony form an 
endless chain, week after week, year in and 
year out, hence we call them a Perpetual 
Novena. 

In order to have your special petitions 
duly entered for a given Tuesday, you 
should mail them in time to reach’ Gray- 
moor not later than Monday A. M., but 
Friday or Saturday would be still better. 
They are classified and the name of the cli- 
ent, who makes the petition, is typed and 
read aloud one or more times during the 
course of the Novena by the Father Con- 
ductor in the presence of the Community, 
Students and Congregation at the evening 
devotions. Very frequently Benediction of 
the Blessed Sacrament follows the Novena, 
always on Tuesday and Sunday. The 
thanksgivings for favors granted which we 
print each month are only a few selected 
from the many constantly being received.

Sons and Daughters of the Atonement, 
Greetings: 

On the 17th day of this month we cele- 
brate a special Feast in commemoration of 
the Stigmata which St. Francis of Assisi 
received at the hands of His Crucified Lord 
on Mount Alverna; moreover, before the 
next number of THE Lamp is issued we 
will have celebrated the Birthday of St. 
Francis (Oct. 4th). Anticipating these two 
principal feasts of our Seraphic Father, I 
embrace the occasion to invite our Rosari- 
ans to join the Third Order of Penance 
and at the same time the Third Congrega- 
tion of the Atonement. 

You know how we reckon all our Ro- 
sarians as Associates of the Society of the 
Atonement, but this bond of spiritual union 
between us does not entirely satisfy the 
Father Minister of the S. A. I pray the 
Holy Spirit to draw you by the cords of di- 
vine love and a greater consecration to God 
into the Society of the Atonement itself. 
But you cannot belong to the Society of the 
Atonement without at the same time be- 
longing to the Third Order of Saint Fran- 
tis, because only Franciscan Tertiaries are 
tligible for membership in our Holy Insti- 
tute. 


You understand, I think, how the S. A. 
is composed of Three Congregations: The 
First Congregation comprises in its mem- 
bership both Priests and lay Brothers, who 
live under vows and are known as Friars 
of the Atonement. The Second Congrega- 
tion is open only to the women of a proper 
age and unmarried, who wish to live in holy 
religion as the Sisters of the Atonement. 
30th these congregations belong™ to the 
‘Third Order Recutar of Saint Francis. 
3ut the Third Congregation embraces both 
sexes, married and unmarried, who ordi- 
narily live in the world although they may 
for a time visit a Religious House for a 
retreat or dwell permanently in a Monas- 
tery or Convent. 

Ordinarily members of the Third Order 
wear only the scapular and the white cord 
hidden under their outer garments, but they 
are permitted when visiting a Monastery or 
a Convent of Franciscans to wear the habit 
of the Order and when they die to be buried 
in it. 

Any Rosarian who already belongs to the 
Third Order of Saint Francis, may be en- 
rolled as a Tertiary of the Atonement, the 
only additional obligation required being to 
recite daily one or more of the “Common 
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Prayers of the Children of the Atonement,” 
contained in the Rosary League Manual, 
with which, as a Rosarian, you presumably 
are already familiar. 

Enrolment in the Third Congregation of 
the Atonement does not interfere with Ter- 
tiaries attending the meetings of the Third 
Order, which may be held in some Fran- 
ciscan Church nearby where they happen 
to reside; on the contrary, our Tertiaries 
are urged to attend such meetings until 
there be Third Congregation 
members in one particular town or city to

Once more let us impress upon you that 
admission to the Third Order is admission 
to the Seraphic or Franciscan family. This 
wonderful family which began seven hun- 
dred years ago, continues to multiply from 
age to age upon the earth, but its true and 
permanent home is in heaven, where Saint 
Francis himself sits on the throne whence 
Lucifer fell and clothed in magnificent 
splendor presides as a Father over the glori- 
ous and innumerable array of his sons and 
daughters gathered out of every tribe and 
tongue and kindred of people and embrac- 
ing every class and condition of mankind 
from the king in his palace to the poorest 
leper in Molokai. To belong to this most 
illustrious and thrice blessed family 
through eternity ‘is indeed a prize to be 
sought for and unspeakably of more value 
than the diamond mines of Golconda or the 
material wealth of the universe. 

The Society of the Atonement is the 
youngest religious branch of the Franciscan 
tree and of course membership in it means 
membership in the Seraphic Family, 
whose eternal inheritance embrace the fair- 
est gardens of Paradise.

A LETTER FROM FATHER 
HAWKS 

Editor’s Foreword: During the prog- 
ress of the great world-war several very 
interesting letters appeared in The Lamp 
from the pen of the Rev. Edward Hawks, 
one of the Philadelphia priests who was 
serving as a chaplain of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Forces in France. Now 
that the war is over we hope Father 
Hawks will not much longer delay his 
return from abroad, and in the meantime 
we are sure our Readers will be glad 
to share with the editor the latest letter 
received from him. 

It is a long time since you have heard 
from me. I expected to be back in the 
United States at least three months ago. 

3ut I was retained in France for duty, be- 
ing the last available Catholic Canadian 
Chaplain still here. The last work that I 
did was to minister to burial parties who 
were constructing the numerous cemeteries 
on the battlefields. I was able to take a 
great number of photographs of historic 
places. These proved to be very good on 
development. I hope to show you my col- 
lection one of these days. 

No one, who has not visited the old battle 
line, can have any idea of the extent of the 
destruction. Even if Germany is able to 
pay the enormous indemnities to be im- 
posed, she will be no worse off than France 
and England, who are both at their last 
limits of endurance. No one is going to 
make any monetary: profits out of the war, 
except those who supplied the food and am- 
munition, and I suppose that most of these 


people live on the other side of the Atlantic. 
I trust though, that with the blessing of 
God, the terrible experiences of war will 
not fail to produce some good. A process 
of reconstruction is gradually coming 
about, and men are facing the mysteries of 
human life, from a truer standpoint. Cer- 
tainly, as Catholics we may take this just 
consolation, that our holy religion was never 
more influential in England since the Refor- 
mation, than it is now. Of old, it was at 
St. Paul’s Cathedral that one looked for 
the external manifestation of the “English 
Religion.” This is no longer true. Many 
of the great religious functions connected 
with the war, had, perforce, to take place 
in the Catholic Cathedral at Westminster. 
The latest of these was the official visit of 
General Foch, who assisted at Mass there 
last Sunday. It was the occasion of an 
enormous demonstration of love for Cath- 
olic France. The Cathedral was filled with 
reverent throngs, as were all the streets 
which led to it. 

That act of faith of this great and good 
man must bear fruit. The failure of the 
religion of Henry VIII and Queen Eliza- 
beth to represent the sentiments of Christian 
England was never more evident. This 
failure, so painfully manifested in the 
Army, and so universally testified to by 
every class of soldier, is being covered up 
at present, by an outburst of liberalism. 

OPEN PULPIT IN ENGLAND 

The “Open Pulpit” is being introduced 
into Anglican Church politics to propitiate 
the nonconformists, who it must be said 
are in as thread-bare a condition as the 
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establishment itself. I hope later on to be 
able to describe to you, from my own ex- 
perience, the futility of “Matins” as an 
Army service. Side by side with the “Open 
Pulpit” movement is another rapproach- 
ment scheme. It is called the “Free Cath- 
olic Movement.” You are, of course, fa- 
miliar with the term “Free Churchmen,” 
which was adopted some years ago by the 
non-conformists. The new name “Free 
Catholics” is based on the same analogy. 
The Free Catholics are non-conformist 
ministers (with whom are associated a cer-

tain number of Anglicans) who desire to 
adopt from Rome many things which were 
“foolishly” abandoned at the Reformation. 
There can be no doubt but that the experi- 
ences of the different Army Chaplains have 
given an impetus to this movement. 


A FREE CATHOLIC PAPACY 
The Free Catholics held a conference 
lately—they met at Oxford, I believe. They 
urged the adoption of a “Papacy.” A Con- 
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stitutional Papacy, in which the Pope was 
to be elected by all who call themselves 
Christians. Amongst other ceremonies 
that were considered necessary for the 
times was “Benediction of the Sacrament.” 
It is curious to notice where these good 
“Free Catholics” begin. They are practic- 
ally starting where the Ritualists of a gen- 
eration ago left off. They are not worry- 
ing about Apostolic succession! Presum- 
ably they are wise enough to see that this is 
never a difficult matter to obtain. If only 
Protestants could unite under one visible 
Head, and be ready to worship one Sacra- 
mental Head, the question of a valid priest- 
hood could ‘be settled over night. The 
movement surely deserves our interest and 
prayers. Let us hope that we shall not be 
too absorbed in earthly politics to neglect 
the opportunities of advancing the kingdom 
of heaven, nor too spiritually selfish to dis- 
miss it with a sneer. To me it looks like a 
direct appeal for help, from those who 
found themselves helpers in the day of 
Believe me

EN ROUTE (ON THE WAY). By J. K. 
Huysmans. Translated from the French with 
a preparatory note by C. Kegan Paul. Ameri- 
can publishers, E. P. Dutton & Co., Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. Price, $2.50. 

This is not a new book, but a new edition of 
one of a remarkable series that astounded 
France some years ago, no less than did the 
Author’s conversion from Materialism into 
Catholic Mysticism. It is too much to say 
that M. Huysmans has here portrayed in de- 
tail his own inner experience, but it is proba- 
ble that the author travelled the main lines of 
those experience over which DURTAL, the 
Subject of the narrative, walked. Mr. Kegan 
Paul says as follows in his Translator’s Note: 
“M. Huysmans is a Frenchman who knows his 
people, and in the book he shows us a man, 
who, having passed through the most terrible 
ordeals of unbelief, has been suddenly con- 
verted to faith, but has not reformed his life. 
EN ROUTE is a story of the struggles of 
such an one, while incidentally it contains also 
essays on Church Music, Architecture and 
other Arts on Monasticism or the Lives of the 
Saints and on Mysticism.” 

English ears, or rather eyes, will probably be 
amazed at the lack of reticence in the denun- 
ciation of all things that cut across the Au- 
thor’s religious or artistic sense. Many of 
these scathing denunciations we feel sure are 
over-emphatic, and the conditions that call 
them forth, overdrawn. It is a pity also that 
the Translator did not “respect” a little better 
the “Modesty of the Confessional,” as a great 
French preacher used to admonish. However, 
it is a striking book and one not to be forgot- 
ten, as the writer of this review can testify, 
who read it first, oven ten years ago.

The Most Beloved Woman is a choice tri- 
bute to Our Lady and cannot but help to 
deepen devotion to her in all hearts, even if 
those hearts belong to her children outside 
the Fold. 

Your Interests Eternal follows and supple- 
ments a former book, “Your Soul’s Salvation,” 
and deals with a successive development of the 
souls spiritual life. In a chapter entitled, 
Teaching for God there is a very useful little 
dissertation on the Sisters’ Vocation, especially 
meeting the common objection, “I am not 
good enough to be a Sister”: This, Father Gar-. 
esché terms “a false humility indeed, for they 
enter a Sisterhood to become more perfect, 
and the religious life is called the state of 
perfection, not because it supposes perfec- 
tion in its members, but because in the course 
of long years it leads them to perfection.” 
He goes on to say: “If noble hearted Cath- 
olic girls realized the need that God and 
the Church have of them, they would be all 
the more ready to embrace the life..... 
Also from the standpoint of personal advant- 
age, if they would compare the rewards of the 
Sister’s life with those of their probable career 
in the world, they would be strongly moved to 
enter religion.” 

Your Neighbor and You. The Author 
on his preface best describes the scope of 
the book. He says: “Desires often come to 
all of us to rise to nobler and better ways of 
living; to make more of our lives both for our 
neighbor and ourselves. But when, and where, 
and how to begin our efforts often seems diffi- 
cult and obscure. For Religious, ther are many 
manuals of holy living: for the layman there 
are comparatively few; fewer still deal with 
life as it is lived at our present time. These 
papers (the substance of the chapters original- | 
ly appeared in several of the Catholic Month- 
lies) are only a partial and feeble effort to sup- 
ply this want and to suggest to Catholics some 
of the everyday and easy ways in which they 
may aid both themselves and their fellow men.” 

WAR MOTHERS is a slender little volume 
of tender verses dedicated to the late poet, 
Joyce Kilmer. The poem, To the Blessed 
Jeanne D’Arc, is exquisite. 
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THE GETHSEMANI OF A LITTLE 
CHILD and its Sequel in Louvain. By Ju- 
liette O’Kavanagh (Sister M. Ignatius, F. M.). 
The Stratford Press Co., Cleveland, O. $1.00. 

This exceedingly well written little autobi- 
ography of a Child’s Pain is interesting from 
the first to the last page. The Author is an 
Irish Sister of a Convent in Louvain, Belgium. 
Since the early days of the war she—Sister 
Ignatius—has been in this country laboring 
hard, by voice and pen, in her words, “to raise 
a little fund, the object of which to bring home 
(to Louvain) next summer a pair of American 
shoes to each of her 65 lace makers, so com- 
fortable before the war, now all barefoot.”
